The soup is not only a wholesome but a 
palatable food, and is afforded at so cheap 
a rate, that acommon laborer may feed 
a family with but a small portion of his 
daily earnings. 

The society is provided with tickets, 
which they sell at three cents a pi¢ce, 


| eachof which entitles the bearer to a quart 


of soup. It was supposed that the chari- 
table inhabitants of this city would ge- 
nerally furnish themselves with these, to 


want food for the sake of getting money. 
But the society are sorry to find that dué _
